He » aid these teats were witness­ 
ed by military observers of all na­ 
tions, including Russia, but the re­ 
port originally prepared for publi­ 
cation apparently ha# been "blotted 
out by the black ink of censorship ” 
Cites Need 
”1 don’t want to reveal the num­ 
ber of atomic bombs we have or do 
anything to help another nation 
make the atomic bomb." he said, 
“but I do think the public should 
have 
better 
knowledge of what 
atomic energy is. 
"The public ought to know some­ 
thing about the awfulness of this 
weapon and not regard It as Just 
another weapon." 
"If the Russian people, as well as 
the American people, are given the 
full facts about the destructive po- 
tential of the atom bomb. I believe 
a long step will be taken toward 
making sure there will be no future 
war,” 
As examples of things the public 
should know, Rep. Price quoted Dr. 
David Bradley, Bikini-test radiolo­ 
gical monitor, as saying the 
20 0- 
squsre-mlle Bikini Atol won't be fit 
for human habitation for years and 
perhaps centuries. 
He quoted 
Bradley as pointing 
out three things there is no real 
defense against atomic weapons, no 
satisfactory method of decontam­ 
inating radioactive areas, and nc 
satisfactory 
medical or sanitary 
safeguard for people in atomiaed 
areas.

In Farm and Factory. New 
Fluctuations Are To 
Bring Blows

NEW YORK—<AP>— Parity, a way 
o t cu shio ning the Jo lts o n the eco ­ 
no mic ro ad, is up fo r a test in bo th 
me facto ry and the farm. It’s mo re 
po pu lar when things are o n the u p­ 
grade. 
W ell see sho rtly ho w it 
wo rks when the ro ad gets bu mpier.

Mo to rs wo rkers will kno w ho w mu ch 
their pay is du e to be cu t because 
tne la.m ers are getting less cash 
lo r their grain and liv esto ck.

This sent their pay­ 
checks up last year. No w it appears

dex is dro pping. 
Their pay scale 
is tied directly to it. 
At least o ne lo cal o f the au to ­ 
wo rkers u nio n In Clev eland has pro ­ 
tested already against the antici­ 
pated cu t, citing UM pro fits as higli 
eno u gh to ju stify maintaining pres­ 
ent wage scales, no m atter if the 
wo rker’s co st o f eating is less. 
Live Above 1’arlty 
Farmers also hav e a 
plan 
fo r 
keeping their way o f life o n a parity 
with their neighbo rs in the city. Fo r 
sev eral years they’v e 
been 
liv ing 
abo v e parity, hav e had »10 need fo r 
it and co nsidered parity as merely 
a co mfo rting fo rm o f insu rance. 
Bu mper cro ps sent prices do wn 
aro u nd parity last fall.

Ohio Turnpike Idea Due 


For Support In Assem­ 
bly» Prediction 


COLUMBUS, Feb. 22— (API—Sen­ 
ators said

Ohio privately-financed toll super­ 
roads like the Pennsylvania turn­ 
pike. 
The measure was recommended 
unanimously by the senate highway 
''ommlttee after the legislature re- 
furned last night from its weekend 
rdjoumment. 
Fen. Ralph A, 
Winter 
(R-Me- 
1ina>, co-sponsor of the bill with 
~en. William A. Bcvd (D-Cuyahoga) 
aid enactment would be especially 
imely. 
“ It would permit Ohio to link a 
urnpike with the Pennsylvania toll 
-cad new readv to be extended tc 
lur eastern border,” he said. “ It's 
the only way we can get these roads, 
rhe state can’t build them and 
naintain our present roads prop­ 
erly with the money we have," he 
explained. 
An am endment assures the state 
it will get the super-highways as 
scon as their bonds are paid off, 
Winter addxl. It prevents use of 
tolls frcm profitable turnpikes to 
help retire bonds of unprofitable 
reads. 
The bill provides that turn­ 
pikes be "given" to the state for its 
road system as soon as they are 
paid for. 
CaHs Conference 
Action on the bill to finance su­ 
per-highways 
with 
private 
funds 
followed a call by Gov. Fl ank J. Lau- 
sche for a conference on state rev­ 
enue policies. 
He* asked 16 representative Ohio­ 
an.1 to meet him tomorrow “to dis­ 
cuss anticipated revenues, especially 
the sales tax" for this 
year 
and 
next. He did not elaborate. 
Schools, cities and virtually all 
government departm ents are asking 
'arger state handouts despite the 
prospect of shrinking returns. 
The governor has cautioned the 
legislature there may be only about 
$4.000,000 for extra appropriations. 
Increases sought are a country mile 
beyond that sum. Sales tax collec­
